MERCHANTS OF ATLANTA 
MAY SEEK INJUNCTION 
AGAINST WATER BOARD 


Course Will Be Decided at 
Meeting to Be Held This 
Morning—“Action of the 
Board in Extending Serv- 
ice Is Illegal,” Says Col. 
F. J. Paxon—Safety Com- 
mittee Backs Merchants. 


Following the refusal of the city 
water board. at its meeting Wednes- 
day afternoon, to rescind its action in 
@ranting an extension of city ater 
gervice to the site of the Ashford park 
development property, adjoining Camp 
Gordon, it appeared probable last 
might that the Atlanta Retail Mer- 
chants’ association would decide today 
to enjoin the water board. 

A meeting of the merchants’ 
@iation has been called for 10:30 

o'clock this morning, when the mer- 
chants who protested the action of the 
board in granting the water extension, 
will consider the situatfon and decide 
upon what course the association will 
pursue. 

Cdlonel Fred J. Paxon, prominent 
member of the association, and other 
members, however, were strongly of 
the opinion that the association will 
decide for an injunction, based upon 
legal advice to the association that the 
action of the water board is illegal. 
Colone] Paxon stated that the associa- 
“tion has been assured by men not con- 
nected with it that if the merchants’ 
association, who have been leaders in 
the fight, do not seek an injunction, 
the injunction will nevertheless be 
sought bx others. 


URGED BOARD TO 
RESCIND ACTION. 


At the meeting of the water board 
Wednesday afternoon President Orr, 
of the Retail Merchants’ association, 
and Chairman Mell R. Wilkinson, of 
the public safety committee; appeared 
before the board and urged that the 
board rescind its action in granting the 
use of city water to the Ashford Park 
Development company, which pro- 
poses to lease land at the camtonment 
for the erection of mercantile estab- 
lishments to cater to the soldiers. A 
resoiution was presented from the pub- 
lic safety committee asking the board 
to reconsider. 

The test came when Alderman Mc- 
Clelland moved to deny the petition 
of the Ashford Park Deyelopment com- 
Pany for the use of the city’s water. 
This motion was lost by a vote of 6 
to 6. Alderman McClelland then moved 
to table the company’s petition, which 
also lost by a vote of 6 to 5. The mo- 
tion to grant the petition carried by a 
‘vote-of 7 to 4: 

Mayor Candler explained that neither 
he nor any member of his family had 
any connection with the plan to have 
mercantile stores built at Camp Gor- 
don. The mayor voted against the mo- 
tion to table-the company’s petition, 
and later voted against the motion to 
grant the petition. 

The Ashford park concern having 
won its fight before the water board, 
the call for the meeting of the Retail 
Merchants’ association to consider what 
course of action should be pursued was 
immediately issued. This decision will 
be made when the association meets 
Thursday morning. 


INJUNCTION 
EXPECTED. 


“We are very sorry that certain 
members of the water board did not 
have the interest of the citizens! at 
heart and five to it that they were pro- 
tected in t; Ya matter.” said Colone) Fred 
J. Paxon of the Retail Merchants’ as- 
sociation, last night. “They knew as 
well as we know that the action of the 
water board in extending the water 
service outside the city limits was ille- 
gal. We have had competent legal ad- 
vice to the effect that this“action was 
illegal, and it is altogether likely that 
the merchants’ association, at its meet- 
ing Thursday morning, will decide to 
‘apply for an injunction against the 
board. To those members of the whter 
board who did stand up for the 
merchants we are extremely grateful. 

“A memrber of the water board has 
made the statement that the water 
board is ‘tired of having the Whitehall 
street merchants dictate to the board 
and try to direct them how to run 
things.’ The association is surprised 
that such a statement should have been 
made. The merchants, of course, are 
not trying to dictate to anybody, but 
are asking what is just and right to 
the citizens of Atlanta. It may be men- 
tioned, too, that when the water board 
wants anything done they do not go 
to the city hail to get it done. But

This, the 6th day of September, is 
the anniversary of the birth of La- 
fayette. 

The great French nobleman—who 
placed his ideal of democracy above 
everything and who was willing to en- 
dure the many hardships of war to 
help his friend, Washington, win the 
fight for liberty—first saw the light 
of day on September 6, 1757. 

When barely 20 years of age, within 
military title, without epaulets which 
congress attempted to place upon him, 
but which he declined; serving at his 
own expense—daring, dashing, impul- 
sive and impetuous, but right in every 
move and suggestion, Lafayette was 
the most commanding figure in the 
American revolution except Washing- 
toh, whom he loved and to whom he 
looked with the respect and confidence 
and submissive obedience that a son 
looks to the father. .

{ From hundreds of homes in three 
{southern states the first selectmen for 
the new national army came trooping 
into Camp Gordon Wednesday. In 
groups of twenty-five and fifty from 
the larger centers, and in pairs and 
Singles from the smaller and distant 
counties, they reported at the little raw 
Pine shack to the entrance of the sol- 
dier city and responded to the call to 
colors, 

At Camp Gordon at midnight last 
night were 237 “soldiers” who Wednes- 
day were clerks, farmers, barbers and 
men of all walks of life, for immediate- 
ly upon their reporting to Colonel 
Frederick L. 8S. Price, the officer as- 
signed to receive the new men and 
give them their assignments, they be- 
came technically soldiers. 

They were assigned to regiments 
and to quarters, and Wednesday after- 
noon early arrivals, still in civilian 
clothes, had their first lessons in be- 
coming soldiers. It will be several 
days before they receive’ their~uni- 
forms, but this will not interfere with 
their training. Neither will the fact 
that they have not yet received their 
physical examinations at the hands of 
army physicians, which may disqualify 
some of them from service, deter the 
work of training the men. 

DeKalb County Leads Way. 

The first selectmen to arrive at Camp 
Gordon Wednesday were DeKalb coun- 
ty’s 5 per cent of her quota, consisting 
of nine men, headed by J. P. Johnson 
and Dr. W.°J. Houston, of the DeKalb 
county local exemption board. 

DeKalb also claims the distinction of 
having the very first man to report for 
service, this man being Henry D, 
Peavy, a six-foot farmer, of Stone 
Mountain, son of Mr. and Mrs, John 
Peavy, of that place. Peavy is a 
“268'er,”’ one of the 4,000 men to draw 
the -first number in the great lottery 
at Washington which set’'the order in 
which men would be required to an- 
swer for service. He was assigned to 
the 325th infantry.

STRUGGLE IS LOST 
10 DRAFT WEALTH 
FOR WAR EXPENSE 


Bitter Fight Virtually End- 
ed With the Adoption by 
the Senate of Provision for 
Levy of $1,286,000,000. 


CONSUMPTION TAXES 
MAY BE ELIMINATED 


This Is Predicted by Many 
Senators—Not a Single 
Amendment Offered by 
High Tax Advocates Was 
Adopted. 


September 5.—The sen- 
ate’s bitter fight- over war profits 
taxation virtually ended late to- 
day with adoption of the finance com- 
mittee’s compromise provisions for a 
total levy of $1,286,000,000, or about 
one-third of this year’s war and nor- 
mal excess profits. 

This is an increase of $1,060,000,000 
over present taxes. The high-tax ad- 
vocates failed to secure adoption of a 
single amendment. 

The vote on adoption of the finance 
committee’s draft was 72 to 7. The 
seven were Bankhead, Borah, Gronna, 
Johnson of Calife nia, La Follette, Un- 
derwood and Vg daman. 

Action on the war profits section, 
the largest revenue producing provi- 
sion, was taken technically in commit- 
tee of the whole and is subject to final 
review later. Today’s decisive rout of 
the high-tax element, however, may 
prevent further efforts along this line 
and senate leaders say it forecasts de- 
feat for the fight beginning tomorrow 
for heavier income taxes. 

May Eliminate Consumption Taxes. 

With the adoption of the finance cont- 
mittee’s war profits provision—in- 
creased by the committee from $562,- 
000,000 to $1,060,000,000 after the high- 
tax senators began their fight—the b#l 
totals $2,522,000,000, near which figure 
it is expected to remain. Many sena- 
tors, however, predict ultimate elim- 
ination of consumption taxes, aggre- 
gating $86,000,000; second-class mail 
increases of $12,600,000; freight taxes 
of $77,500,000, and stamp taxes on par- 
cel post packages estimated to yleld 
about $8,000,000.

On the final vote of 72 to 7, after 
all amendments had been defeated ex- 
cept minor provisions accepted or of- 
fered by Senator Simmons, in charge 
of the bill, many of the so-called radi- 
cals voted for the committee draft. The 
vote came after a day* of perfunctory 


debate, in marked contrast to the stir- 
ring struggles which preceded it, and 
after a dozen roll calls on various pro- 
posals designed to increase the war 
profits levy. 

War Profits Section as Written, 

As now written into the bill, the war 
profits section strikes. out the house 
provision for an additional tax of $200,- 
000,000, and isa substitute for the 
present excess profits law at present 
yielding $226,000,000. The total levy of 
the new provision,is estimated at 
$1,286,000,000. 

It also extends the tax to ordinary 
normal peace profitS in excess of 10 
per cent in addition to excessive war 
profits, reached by graduated rates, 
amounting to surtaxes, ranging from 12 
to 60 per cent. The excess is based 
upon the net income above: $5,000 of 
corporations, partnerships and individ- 
uals in trade or business over the av- 
erage of 1911, 1912 and 1913—the pre- 
war standard—with a minimum exemp- 
tion of 6 per cent of actual invested 
capital and a maximum exemption of 
10 per cent. 

The graduated rates and their esti- 
mated revenue yield follows: 

Twelve per cent on excess profits up 
to 15 per cent, $100,080,000. 

Sixteen per cent between 16 and 25 
per cent, $46,080,000. 

Twenty per cent between 25 and 650 
per cent, $109,000,000. 

Twenty-five per cent between 50 and 
75.per cent, $101,000,000. 

Thirty per cent between 75 and 100 
per cent, $88,200,000, 

Thirty-five per cent between 100 and 
150 per cent, $120,060,000. 

Forty per cent between 150 and 200 
per cent, $102,000,000. 

Forty-five per cent between 200 and 
250 per cent, $84,150,000. 

Fifty per cent between 250 and 300 
per sont $72,500,000. 

Sixty per cent on profits in excess of 
300 per cent, $462,940,000. 

Some Few Exemptions.

New York, September 5.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—While the Russians con- 
tinue their flight before’ the Germans 
in the region of Riga, the Italians, aft- 
er a few days of comparative idleness, 
again have started their great offen- 
sive against the Austrians on the Bain- 
Sizza plateau and to the northeast of 
Gor izia. 

In the south, however, from the Bres- 
tovizza valley to the sea, the Italians 
have been compelled to withstand vio- 
lent counter attacks Dy the Austrians, 
who are endeavoring to hold back Gen- 
eral Cadorna’s lines from a further ap- 
proach to Triest. The Austrians at one 
place momentarily forced the Italians 
to cede territory. A counter attack by 
the Italians not alone retrieved the 
lost position, but resulted in the cap- 
ture of more than 400 prisoners.

RAIDS BY U. S. MARSHALS 
IN NUMEROUS CITIES 


Books, Checks and Corre- 
pondence Seized and in 
Some Instances Officials 
Were Arrested — Indict- 
ments Will Follow if the 
Evidence Warrants. 


_—— 


Washington, September 5.—The gov- 
ernment today took drastic action to 
end the anti-war propaganda and activ- 
ities conducted in the name of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, the so- 


cialist party and other organizations 
throughout the United States. 

On orders from Attorney General 
Gregory, United States marshals in 
many towns and cities descended at 2 
p. m. (central time) upon local head- 
quarters of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, seized books, checks, corre- 
spondence and other documents, and in 
some instances arrested officials found 
upon the premises. 

In Chicago federal agents took pos- 
session of the mational headquarters 
of the socialist party and a warrant au- 
thorizing the seizure of its documents 
was served upon its counsel. 

The seizure of documents was car- 
ried out in accordance with a plan 
perfected here by William C. Fitts, as- 
sistant attorney general, working un- 
der the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral. The department of justice an- 
nounced that the seizure of papers was 
made in connection with a federal 
grand jury investigation of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World now pro- 
ceeding at Chicago. 

On Eve of Special Report. 

The department's aetion was taken 
on the eve of a report to President 
Wilson by Chief Justice Covington, of 
the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia, who was designated recent- 
ly by the president to investigate the 
labor situation in the west. Judge Cov- 
ington probably will report personally 
to President Wilson tomorrow. 

Whether the concerted action of mar- 
shals throughout the country was in 
any way related to Judge Covington’'s 
inspection was not disclosed. It is 
known, hewever, that Judge Covington 
made a special study of the activities 


of the Industrial Workers of the World. 


It was shortly after he reached the 
northwest that twenty-seven leaders 
of the organization were arrested by 
Idaho national guardsmen the day be- 
fore the time set for a general strike 
in Washington, Oregon, Montana and 
Idaho. 

The charges against leaders of the 
organization under arrest or whose ar- 
rest is contemplated, were not made 
public here. It was said at the depart- 
ment of justice tHat these w@uld have 
to be determined by the grand jury in- 
vestigating the organization. 

Officials also declined to state if 
indictments had been found by grand 
juries in Chicago or elsewhere against 
Industrial Workers of the World lead- 
ers.

TEUTONIC ALLIES WEAKENING. 


News reports from the various fighting 
fronts and enemy capitals, such as get by 
the censors, are replete with indications of 


P crowing weakness upon the part of Ger- 


many’s allies that must be disconcerting, if 
not alarming, to thewkaiser. 

Germany itself, We must admit in order 
not to deceive ourselves, is holding its own 
to a remarkable degree. Considering the 
tremendous pressure upon the kKaiser’s lines 
and the internal resources of the empire, the 
bare fact that his forces have thus far been 
able to hold out against such weight is in- 
deed surprising; little, if any,. diminution of 
the German power for resistance or aggres- 
sion has so far been shown. 

But this does not hold true of any one of 
Germany's allies; and the Prussian ma- 
chine, the central powers’ war structure 
taken in its entirety, bears unmistakable 
evidences of disintegration. 

The Italian successes on the Isonzo front, 
for instance, indicate strongly that the Aus- 
trian power is waning rapidly to a _ point 
below the power of continued resistance. 
The large number of prisoners lately taken 
into camp by the Italians points that way— 
and the fact that the fighting is taking place 
in @ mountainous region where a body of de- 
termined men could withstand the aggressive 
attacks of many times their number, indi- 
cates either exhaustion from lack of food or 
munitions or else lack of will to fight. The 
fall of Trieste seems imminent, and when it 
falls the Teutons will have suffered their 
greatest defeat of the war. 

Much importance, too, attaches to the re- 
ports—evidently well authenticated-—that 
the czar of little Bulgaria has been insisting 
that his Teutonic allies put in writing some 
sort of guarantee that his country will share 
in the divvy of the spoils in the event of 
Teutonic victory. It is a known fact that 
the Bulgarians never were united as to the 
advisability of entering the war in the first 
place, and opposition to such course was 
overcome only by promises of booty. If all 
should go well, it was made plain, that por- 
tions of Serbia would be doled out, and Bul- 
garia would get her share; also Bulgaria 
was made to see a prospect of grabbing por- 
tions of Rumania, and furthermore to realize 
some of the deferred satisfaction on which 
it has been counting since the second Balkan 
war. 

It is evident now, however, that the bated 
Bulgarians are becoming apprehensive lest 
their allies may not be able to deliver the 
goods, and distrustful of their promises in 
case they are. Hence they are demanding 
new guarantees in black and white. And 
that’s a bad sign in a belligerent ally. 

Austria wants peace—-there is no doubt 
of that. But Austria wants it no more than 
Bulgaria wants it. Austria’s reasons for 
wanting peace are fundamentally economic; 
there is little concealing the fact that the 
Austrian people are suffering. 

But Bulgaria, from all indications, while 
suffering as is Austria and with equal eco- 
nomic reasons for wanting peace, has polit- 
ical reasons as well. Considering the tem- 
perament of the Bulgarian people, now that 
their stomachs are pinched and in face of 
the gloomy prospect close to home on the 
Isonzo front, a separate peace by Bulgaria— 
if not by Austria also—at almost any time 
need cause little surprise. 

And Turkey, once Bulgaria drops out, will 
automatically be disposed of as a military 
factor. And in that event, with the lines of 
communication between Germany and the 
rich regions of Asia Minor broken, the kaiser 
will have to develop individual strength far 
greater than he has thus far shown if much 
longer he is to press “onward with God!”

{OUTSIDE INTEREST AWAKENED 


IN STATE’S MINERAL RESOURCES 


That at least two of Georgia's mineral re- 
sources which have been only slightly appre- 
Clated, mica and bduxite, will shortly be- 
come revenue producers and the nuclei of 
important industries is indicated by letters 
just received by the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce. 

One of these letters was received yester- 
day from H,. C. Field, of Rocky Mount, Va., 
who deals in real estate, timber lands, gold, 
copper and mica mines, kaolin and clays, and 
who asks the chambér to put him in touch 
with owners of mica deposits in Georgia. 

“Will you put me in touch with owners 
writes Mr. Field, “also 
with producers of mica? ° I will buy the mica 
just as it is mined, or will’ buy it sheeted.

Also Wants Scrap Mica. 

“T will buy 200 carloads of scrap mica, 
to be shipped as fast as cars can be loaded. 
Am in inthe market for 100,000 pounds 
of punch mica and 10,000 pounds that will 
cut two by two inches square.”

Options on Bauxite Lands. 

As to bauxite, which is found in abund- 
ance in Floyd and Wilkinson counties, the 
state chamber recently succeeded in inter- 
esting the Anaconda Copper Mining company, 
of Butte, Mont., in it to such an extent that 
Robert Oliver, a metalurgical engineer of the 
company, paid a visit to the Georgia bauxite 
dfstrict and made a superficial investigation 
of the situation, his company being in search 
of that particular mineral. His activities 
to date are shown by a letter the state 
chamber has just received from H. R. Mc- 
Clatchey, preswlent of the Rome Chamber of 
Commerce, in which Mr. McClatchey says 
that while here Mr. Oliver ‘‘secured options 
on bauxite lands and has returned to in- 
vestigate the quantity that can be secured.” 

“He has now a foreman,” the letter con- 
tinues, “at two different mines working out 
the prospects, and will return within the 
next few days with his head geologist and 
will go into the matter fully. 

“We appreciate very much your efforts 
in our behalf and hope that it will result 
in their locating in or near Rome.” 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce is de- 
voting energy to the neglected mineral pos- 
sibilities of this state; and it is desired 
that the various sections of the state list 
their resources—mineral and otherwise— 
with it, thus aiding it in its purpose to up- 
build Georgia industrially and commercially.

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Chairman Ide Discusses 
Matter of War Insurance 


Editor Constitution: From time to time 


editorial comments and statements by per- 
in the war insurance Dill, 


before congress, have shown that the 
public at large is misinformed as to the 
attitude taken by life insurance people in 
regard to this measure. 

The secretary of the treasury, some time 
ago, appointed a committee of insurance men 
to consider the so-called war risk insur- 
ance bill. This committee and a committee 
of actuaries, which was also appointed by 
the secretary of the treasury, gave much 
time and attention to the proposed measure 
and were requested by the treasury depart- 
ment to consider all their deliberations and 
conclusions as strictly confidential. For 
that reason their views in regard to the 
matter could not be made public until the 
bill was introduced in congress. 

The advocates of the bill have allowed 
impression to prevail that this insur- 
committee is opposed to the bill be- 
cause it savors of governmental insurance 
and consequently is opposed to the inter- 
ests of private insurance companies. Our 
committee has not taken this position, but 
has considered the bill in a spirit of fatr- 
minded patriotism. 

To those who are not familiar with the 
measure, it might be well to state that 
article 1V offers a plan of optional life 
insurance to the soldiers and sailors in ad- 
dition to very liberal allowances and com- 
pensations, which are granted gratuitously 
to the dependents of enlisted men and offi- 
cers who suffer partial disability, total dis- 
ability or death. 

Our committee has taken the position 
from the start that it is strongly in favor 
of the bill; that it believes it to be a wise 
measure, as supplanting our present pension 
system; that it must be broad in its scope 
and liberal in its terms, so that our soldiers 
and sailors may realize that they have be- 
hind them the good will of the nation and 
that their dependents in any event will be 
fully taken care of, which the nation can 
well afford to do. 

Our committee has objected to article IV 
(optional insurance) which, ib addition to 
the above general benefits, offers to the 
men insurance or death indemnity in an 
upon the pay- 
ment of the insured of an annual premium 
which would average about $8 a thousand. 
Our committee did not object, in any way, 
to this insurance for the soldiers and sail- 
ors in addition to the other benefits of the 
bill, provided it was equitably given to all 
(which can only be the case if the govern- 
ment bears all the cost), and we suggested 
that if it was felt that the other provisions 
of the bill were not liberal enough a stated 
amount of insurance should be given to every 
enlisted without cost to him. Our 
opposition to article IV was not intended 
in any way to curtail the benefits under the 
bill and we expressed the feeling that if the 
provisions in the bill covering compensation 
for partial disability, total disability or 
death were not liberal enough they should 
be made more liberal, and in our first report 
we recommended certain increases under 
these articles.

The particular article of which we speak 
provides for term insurance @uring the pe- 
riod of the war, and after the period of the 
war conversion into some other regular form 
of insurance, but the terms of this conver- 
sion are not stated and the whole matter 
is left to future regulation and adjustment. 
This part of the bill is vague and loosely 
constructed. 

In brief, the attitude of our committee 
is this: We believe as much as anyone in 
the great merit of this general proposition. 
We think a system of compensation for the 
soldiers and sailors should be devised upon 
scientific lines, but, having been called in 
as experts to criticise the bill, we cannot in- 
dorse it where it is vague, unscientific and 
discriminatory. It is necessary obviously 
that the bill should be quickly passed, but 
there is no reason why a splendid measure 
should be spoiled by the addition of an article 
of very doubtful value, which has been pre- 
sented to the public in a way to create false 
impressions. 

The Financial and Commercial Chronicle 
in an article in its issue of August 25 gives 
an extensive analysis of this bill. In epeak- 
ing of article IV it says the looseness of this 
section is enough to condemn it, and again, 
in the same article, reaches this conclusion: 
“The conclusion is entirely clear. The last 
article, covering the insurance plan under 
that name, should be dropped from the bill, 
for the other provisions are both ample and 
generous,” 

To this I might add, if the other articles 
of the bill are not ample and generous, we 
recommend that they be made so. The in- 
surance committee in its first report sug- 
gested certain increases in this line,

THE MAKING OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF 1877 


BY SAM W. SMALL. 
Few remain among us who can 
ber the conditions that existed in 
at the time, forty years ago, when the pres- 


ent constitution of the 
state was framed. 

Seldom anywhere have 
wiser, more far-seeing 
and constructive men 
been gathered to fash- 
ion the charter of a self- 
governing democracy 
than those over whom 
the venerable and hero- 
ic Jenkins presided and 
to whom the bold, saga- 
cious and devoted 
Toombs was leader. 

The physical, social 
and political circum- 
stances in which they 
lived at the hour prede- 
termined their labors 
and adequately explain 
some things they did that at this day and 
to superficial statesmen seem e6trange and 
unreasonable. 


Both Jenkins and Toombs uttered the 
hope that the constitution then framed 
would suffice for all the vital interests of 
the people of Georgia for “at least a half 
century; and already four-fifths of that 
semi-cycle are behind us and there seems 
scant disposition among the people to gen- 
erally revise or reform the charter. 

At the time the constitution was ‘‘made 
over,’ for that is really what the convention 
did to the “Republican” constitution of 1868, 
Georgia was still living in the penumbra of 
the ‘‘Reconstruction Era,” so-called because 
of the congressional acts by which the south- 
ern states had been governed as military 
districts and then as “‘reconstructed” states 
of the union.

the constitution of 1868 was the 
work of a convention called by Genera! 
Meade, that met in Atlanta on the Sth of 
December, 1867, composed of “loyal” white 
men and lately emancipated negroes; and 
was despicably offensive to the white peo- 
ple—the democracy—of the state, because of 
the origin and personnel of the convention, 
the document itself was not a radically bad 
one at all, 


In fact, the carpet-bag and negro 
ments of the convention were not the real 
makers of the instrument. There were pow- 
erful forces—-men of genuine Georgia loyalty 
and firmly conservative of the vital interests 
of the people of the state—who worked be- 
hind the scenes and directed the mechanism 
of the convention.

They did the floor the work privately 
mapped by Governor Brown and his 
leagues above mentioned; and both were also 
members of the convention that made the 
present constitution in 1877. Their knowl- 
edge of the acts of the former convention 
were valuable to their colleagues in the lat- 
ter one.

Some persons have wondered why col- 
lege endowments were not exempted from 
taxation. There were two reasons. One was 
that such funds had never been exempted 
in any previous constitution; the other was 
that no college endowments were in sight 
in 1877, except those that were being prom- 
ised from the northern sources to build up 
negro colleges. The members of the con- 
vention were not over-enthuslastic about 
such projects as the boosting of negro schools 
far ahead of anything the white people of 
the state could do for their own schools. Just 
then few persons in Georgia were rich 
enough to endow a hydraulic ram much less 
a high-power college or university. As 
there was nothing in sight to exempt, there- 
fore, there was no exemption provided. 


Other provisions and other omissions of 
the constitution have been critictsed by mod- 
ern quid nuncs, but there were very sound 
reasons, or lack of reasons, for every action 
taken by that splendid body of earnest and 
seer-like men. 


Having sat with them through every 
hour of their sessions and having recorded 
almost every word spoken by them in their 
daily deliberations, I am perhaps as well 
qualified as any man now living to tell 
a new generation the whys and wherefores 
of many things that appear in the state's 
great charter. But whatever fault may be 
found with it, I doubt if a convention of 
today could make a better one,

NOR CUSTOM STALE, 

In an interesting cummunication a read- 
er of discernment writes as follows:

Do we not get bilious, and is. calomel not 
the most appropriate remedy? 

Now the action of a drug is not altered 
by geography. We dislike to question a 
southern tradition—yet it is our duty to keep 
this column clear of all confusion. Hence, 
we are bound to say that a coated tongue 
is no evidence of biliousness, calomel has 
no more influence over billousness than any 
physic, and finally, to speak 
there is no such thing as bilious-

What you vaguely conceive when you say 
is that too much. too rich or 


little bile forms; or that bile ig not” 
formed; or that the liver overworks or shirks 
work; it is hard to define just what you 
think, but you think liver. Sometimes you 
imagine you produce almost documentary 
proof that the liver or bile is to blame for 
the illness which you assume is biliousness. 

The ailment commonly called biliousness 
is, as a rule, produced by overeating—it is 
in reality acute autointoxication. If bile is 
vomited, that indicates nothing except that 
the liver is doing its work very well indeed, 
and that there is no complete obstruction of 
the bile ducts. Bile will be vomited with- 
out fail by anyone who at any time is made 
to vomit repeatedly. 

Calomel is a cathartic and a very crude 
and superfluous one. It produces no special 
effect upon the liver or upon the secretion 
of bile. It is just the ancient standby, 
cheaper than most other physics, and retained 
in use because old dogs seldom learn new 
tricks. 

A dose of salts will produce every good 
effect calomel can produce, and only a few of 
the bad effects. 

For acute autointoxication, first take 
counsel and réason: You eat too much. Then 
fast twelve to twenty-four hours whether 
you want to or not. Take any active ca- 
thartic, preferably because it is not unpleae- 
ant to take, a bottle of the solution of citrate 
of magnesia freshly mixed by the pharmacist 
(it is called Liquor Magnesii Citratis in the 
Pharmacopia). Kept on ice, this dose is 
as pleasant as soda water. 

If some good southern physician knows: 
we are wrong about calomel, we assure him 
a respectful hearing and courteous atten- 
tion. We know many excellent physicians 
who prescribe more or calomel, and if 
we were ill and under the care of such a 
physician we should ceretainly take all the 
calomel he might be inclined to pour down 
our throat, for when a patient knows more 
than his doctor about what is right in the 
way of treatment it is high time to die- 
charge the doctor,

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FFFICIENCY BOARD 
ON FIFTH OFFICERS 


Army Board Sitting on 
Qualifications of Colonel 
Hall, Major Preston and 
Captain Coburn to Hold 
Their Places.

With more than 2,000 “messengers” 
present, and 300 more en route, the Na- 
tional Negro Baptist convention got 
down to real work yesterday at the 
Friendship Colored Baptist church. The 
feature of the day were the greetings 
brought the convention by the leaders 
of the Southern Baptist convention 
(white). 

The afternoon session of the conven- 
tion was called to order by Dr. Edward 
P, Jones, president. 

Devotion was led by Rev. J. D. Bush- 
ell, Texas; Rev. W. J. M. Price, Ken- 
tucky, and Dr. W, M. Hicks, of Missis- 
sippi. Dr. O, L. Hailey was then in- 
troduced as chairman of the _ special 
committee to The Negro Baptist, offer- 
ing the help and co-operation of the 
southern Baptist white people. 

Dr. Hailey was followed by President 
J. B. Gambrel, who indorsed every 
word said by Dr. Hailey, asserting that 
he had been for a long time desirous 
of helping to educate the negro min- 
istry and that his convention realized 
that ignorance is harmful to both races. 

Dr. Gambrell Cheered, 

Following the address of Dr. Gam- 
brell, the convention gave cheer after 
cheer, passing special resolutions of 
thanks, and raising the sum of $40 to 
cover his expenses to Muscogee, Okla., 
to show their appreciation for his’ at- 
tendance.

Synopsis of Weather and Crop Conditions 
in Georgia for the Week Ending 
Teceday, September 4, 1917. 

Crop conditions in Georgia have. be- 
come very diversified. Many unfavor- 
able reports were received from central 
and eastern counties, where crops, es- 
pecially cotton, have deteriorated on ac- 
count of drought. In these counties the 
crop is shedding badly, and is open‘ng 
permanently. In many other sections, 
however, fine rains brought relief to all 
crops, and were too heavy only in some 
places.
